Was on the Ill-Fated Train and Describes How 


and Robbed 


Villa Bandits Killed the 18 Americans 


Their Bodies. 


EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 17.~—A dispatch 
from Madera, Chihuahua, gives a 
graphic story of the killing of 18 Ameri- 
cans by Villa bandits a week ago today 


told by Roderigo Gome, the onty 
known Mexican passenger on the train 
from which the Americans were takes 
Gomez was formerty a Captain in Villa's 
army but resigned three months ago 
to accept a piace with the Madera Lum 
ber. Co., Limited. His statement says. 

“Never before in my career as a com- 
mander in Gen. Villa’s army have | 
witnessed su¢h a spectacle of fiendisn 
cruelty practiced by my countrymen as 
the massacre of the Americans last 
Monday. 

“On Monday afternoon at about 1 
o’clock some armed Villistas stopped our 
train, asking if there were any Amer“. 
cans on board. When told by the con- 
ductor that a number were with us on 
their way to Cusihuirachic, the Villistas 
told the ‘conductor we could go ahead 


unmolested. We did so, not believing 


that anything would happen. 

“Half an hour later the train began 
to stop. Two other Mexicans and my- 
self alighted from the train to see what 
the trouble was. Ahead of us a freight 
train was blocking the line, the engine 
having been deliberately derailed. 

„At the same time I noticed that Mr. 
Watson, who was a tall man, alighted 
from the rear coach, together with Tom 
Evans. to see the cause of delay. They 
had barely stepped down when from 
the mesquite brush near by I heard a 
shout: Death to the gringos, followed 


Watson start to run in the opposite di- 
rection, a stream of blood flowing from 


his face. 
„Then about 20 or 30 armed Villistas 


rushed from the brush and started after 
every American they saw, yelling, 
‘Death to the gringos!’ and ‘Viva 
Villa!’ ”’ 

I jumped back on the coach and was 
knocked down by two Americans who 
were attempting to flee into the cars 
Ahead. Unfortunately for them, two 
Villistas boarded the car and made them 
prisoners. The last I saw of them they 
were being led away into the brush. I 
believe the two men were Pierce and 
McCoy. 

“Some of the Mexican passengers on 
the train attempted to flee, believing the 
bandits were going to kill us all. but 
Cesario Ortego, oné of the band whom

us that we would not be molested. 

We have orders to get the gringos 
| (Americans) only.“ he said. We are 
going to teach them a lesson for having 
recognized and given help to Carranza.

With that he left our coach and went 


the other Americans. 
“All the while I could hear cries and 


shots from other parts of the train. One 
American, whose name I do not know, 
when cornered by the Villistas and or- 
dered from the train, cried out, ‘Don’t 
kill me, for God's sake! I have a wife 
waiting for me!’ A Villista, grinning, re- 
plied, ‘Get off or we'll shoot your heart 
away. I'll tell your wife she can have 
your body to feed to her dogs.’ 

“The grim horror of the whole affair 
drew me to the car door, where the 
Americans were being taken off the 
train. I was reassured by ‘the statement 
that Mexicans were not te be molested, 
or I would never have gone. 

“The American then started for the 
car door ahead of his captors. I was 
ciose behind him, but stopped near the 
drinking fountain by the doorway as if 
to get some water. When the door 
opened and he stepped on to the plat- 
form I heard a shot, followed by a 
shriek. When I leaned over a seat and 
lcoked out of the coach window I saw 
nim writhing on the ground Two Mex- 
ivans then jumped to the ground and 
hegan to search his clothing. 

Don't be so slow,’ exclaimed one. 
We must take his clothes off quick. 

They tore the clothing from the body 
of the wounded man as he moaned in 
agony. 

“By this time seven of the unfortu- 
nates were dead or dying beside the 
train. I looked out and saw six or seven 
more lined up against the car, their 
bucks almost touching it and their faces 


looking to the north. 
“The doomed men seemed stunned by 


the horror of what was happening. 
Looking more closely, I could hot see 
one man tremble, but several were mut- 
tering as though in a delirium. 

“They were not 90 feet from me and 
I heard clearly the words, ‘Good-by, 
mamma.“ frum one, a little fellow who, 
I believe, was Anderson. 

“Two of the men—I can see them now 
~swayed like reeds from the woun?s 
they received. Bayonets had been 
thrust into their arms and backs and 
the blood was trickling in a fast widen- 
ing stream through their clothes. An- 
other had been shot and the wound was 
in plain sight on his thigh. 

“All of a sudden there was a volley 
of 15 or 20 shots from the bandits lined 
up before them. I saw five Americans 
topple and fall, one crumbling up 
against the car. Two still stood erect. 
but I knew they had been hit, for they 
swayed like drunken men. One turned 
and looked into the car with eyes that 
seemed to plead for help

ROACH FORMALLY 
ANNOUNCES HE IS 
| QUTFOR GOVERNOR 


Secretary of State in Announce- 
ment at Capital Tells What 
He Stands For. 


Cornelius’ Roach, Secretary of Sta.e, 
in Jefferson City yesterday his 
formal announcement as a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Govern- 
or. Roach is serving his second term as 
Secretary of State, and bases his claim 
for the nomination for Governor upon 
the record he has made in office. He 
is 52 years old, and was secretary of 
the State Senate for eight successive 


issued 


State. 

Two other State officials have already 
entered the race, Attorney-General John 
T. Barker and John M. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the Migeburi Public Service Com- 
mission. 

Roach issued a statement to the Dem- 
ocratic voters of Missouri, setting forth 
the reasons why he thought he ought to 
be preferred for the nomination. He 
Said he had no fad to exploit, hobby to 
ride or panacea to offer in an attempt 
to fool this or that element into yield- 
ing support, and did not have any mon- 
ey to influence any in his favor. He 
pledged himself to render honest and ef- 
ficient service if elected. 

Some of His Reasons. 

One of the principal reasons for ask- 
ing the confidence of the voters, he said, 
was that a special investigating com- 
mittee of the Legislature, comprised of 
Democrats and Republicans, commended 
his business ability, efficiency and econ- 
omy when it reported that during his 
first term he conducted the State De- 
partment for $77,100 less than his prede- 


more; and that during the first two 
years of his second term, he made the 
office earnings as large as any four 
years of any preceding term. This com- 
mittee, he said, reported that it could 
not suggest any method which the of- 
fice could be made to give better serv- 
ice at less expense to the State. 

He declared in favor of a more effi 
cient system of public schools; for the 
development of the State’s resources 
and the invitation of outside capital to 
invest in Missouri, and for good coun- 
try highways through a system of im- 
provement which would result im g 
smooth surface hard road to every 
farm. He called attention to the fact 
that the good roads laws and the mo- 
tor vehicle license laws produced $1,- 
140,000 of annual revenue, which has 
been expended on the roads of the 
State. While the expenditure of this 
money, together with $15,000,000 raised 
by local communities, has produced 
gratifying regults, he said that to hold 
out the inducement that a universal 
system of good roads will ever come ex- 
cept at the expense chiefly of the com- 
munities where the roads are located is 
an unpardonable deception. 


Problems of the State. 

In closing his letter he said: 

The State has many difficult prob- 
lems to solve; problems that would be- 
come expensive, complicated and an- 
noying under supervision of the ambi- 
tions but inexperienced; problems that 
require technical knowledge, knowledge 
that chn be gained only from years of 
public service and experience, and the 
most assiduous study and devotion. 

Suſeguarding of expenditure, skillfui 
conserving of resources, eliminating in- 
equalities of taxation, and such other 
matters as those suggested, call for 
thorough training in statecraft, intimate 
and comprehensive knowledge of state 
affairs and needs, mature and depend- 
able judgment, familiarity with admin- 
istrative law, and proven business ca- 
pacity. I am confident that De:ao- 
cratic voters recognize the.special pre- 
paredness that I can place at the serv- 
ice of the State and will honor me as 
their choice.”’

66 ‘s OBODY HOME,” this week’s 

N musical comedy at the Shu- 
without intellectual complications. You 
take it with eyes and ears wide open, 
and not a brain cell stirring. This does 
not mean that braingvere lacking in its 
preparation or its Meauction. It must 
have taken considerable cerebration to 
work out a performance so well in keep- 
ing with the classic phrase which was 
chosen as its title. 

“Nobody Home!” Students of history 
will remember how the youth of Athens 
chanted these words as they saw Dioge- 
nes taking his lantern out for a daytime 
airing; how Mark Antony’s friends ut- 
tered them sadly when he refused. tu 
leave Cleopatra and go back to Rome 
for the primaries; how the Spanish cour- 
tiers tossed them at Columbus, when he 
told them the world was round; how 
they rang in Ben Franklin’s ears as he 
paced Philadelphia streets with a loaf 
of bread under each arm; and how the 
diamond echoed with their sound when 
John Anderson stole second with the 
bases full. 

In this Bolton-Rubens play it is an 
Englishman who sets heads to shaking 
and calls forth the comment, Nobody 
Home!” Englishmen have figured in a 
like manner in other plays, musical and 
ronmusical. But it must be said that 
this is a different sort of stage English - 
man. 

Most stage Englishmen have been 
mostly monocle, and have shown genius 
for muddling. If Englishmen of the 
stage type were in charge of the British 
Government, not only Gallipoli would 
have been abandoned, but Epsom Downs.

000 bond issue of St. Louis County to 
bulld roads and bridges is being led by 
the Kirkwood Courier, a weekly news- 
paper published at Kirkwood and edited 
by L. M. Davis. The only other paper 
in the county opposing the bonds is the 
Valley. Park Sun. | 

The Newspaper Directory of 1914 gives 
the Kirkwood Courier’s circulation at 
that time as 500, and the Valley Park 
Sun 733. The Courier’s editor now, how- 
even says the paper has 1200 circula- 


tion, and at the Valley Park Sun offices 
it was. said the present circulation av- 


stages . 
e bond election will be Feb. 15 and 
a; two-thirds vote will be necessary to 
carry the bonds. The proposed issue is 
being strongly urged by the Permanen: 
Road and Bridge Association of St. 
Louis County, a voluntary nonpartisan 
organization, having among its mem- 
bers leaders of both political organiza- 
tions of the county. Davis, in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day, summed up his reasons for oppos- 
ing the bonds. 
Kirkwood Incorporated, 

“Kirkwood is an incorporated town, 
he said, and it and the nine other in- 
corporated towns of the county will not 
get any direct benefit through the adop- 
tion of the bond issue because the law 
does not allow one dollar raised by such 
means to be expended within the limits 
of an incorporated town.“ 

Replying to the Permanent Road and 
Bridge Association, which is advocating 
the voting of the bonds as a matter of 
public spirit, Davis declared that St. 
Louis County already has better roads 
than any other county in the State. 

Why further tax people who are 
poor?“ he asked. Most of the people 
of Kirkwood are having a hard time 
making a living. The auto owners are 
in the minority. 

“The association urges that the pres- 
ent huge annual. cost of maintenance 
of roads will stop with the adoption of 


end of 10 years the maintenance cost 
will be greater. 

“In the first place the maintenance 
bonds, which the association advertises 
the road builders would be required to 
give, would be figured in the original 
cost. 

“In the second place with the im- 
provement of the main thoroughfares 
taken care of by the bonds the county 
authorities would have more money to 
spend in extending the mileage of county 
roads so that 10 years from now, when 
the maintenance bonds have expired, 
the county would have many miles of 
additional roads to keep up as well as 
all of the future maintenance of the 
roads built by the bonds. 

“It is unfair, in my opinion, for the 


1000 taxpayers of Kirkwood to pay for 


the improvement of roads leading in 


Louis automobilists. 
Here is one thing I want to point 
out in which that association is trying 
to fool the public. They advertise that 
the county will be asked to vote a bond 
issue of only $3,000,000, when their own 
figures show that the taxpayers would 
be required to pay a total of $4,417,500."

Father and Thirty-Five Men 
Search Stream, but Find No 
Trace of Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch.” 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 17.—Sister 
Vincent has disappeared from the con- 
vent of St. Joseph Villa, two miles from 
Cheltenham. Although the nun van- 


‘ished strangely and without leaving 
any trace of her whereabouts 12 days 
ago, the police of Philadelphia and all 
surrounding towns were no nearer a 
solution today than they were the first 
day they were called into the case. Un- 
til today Sister Vincent's disappearance 


vows. Her family tried 
in vain to dissuade her, but they ceased 
their objections when the girl nearod 


Creek. 

The missing nun has not killed her- 
self, so far as can be learned, and her 
body is not in Tacony Creek, on the 
bank of which were found her shaw! 
and bib. Her father, John Haggerty, a 
salesman of this city, searched the 
creek, bared to his waist, all of Satur- 
day with 5 men assisting him. The 
search of the creek continued today and 


the vicinity of the convent also was 
searched. 


There are no circumstances in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of the nun 
that would warrant any suspicion that 
she had fled from the convent. Her 
health failed and she had been an in- 
valid for nine months and no patient 
more obedient ever was under treatment 
there. It was learned today the never 
as much as moved her chair or bed or 
rearranged her belongings without ask- 
ing permission of the Sister Superior. 
She was an “outdoor” patient and as 
such enjoyed considerable freedom. 

' Was Not Despondent. 

The nun, who was Miss Rose Elizabeth 
Haggerty before she entered the sister- 
hood, never had been known to have 
shown signs of despondency, let alone 
evidence of a desire to take her life. 

She contracted tuberculosis ‘while 
working as a teacher in settlement class- 
es. She refused to give up when the 
disease first began to be apparent. A 
short time ago the nun’s condition be- 
came so grave that the Rev. Father J. 
J. Harrigan of the Church of the Pre- 
sentation in Cheltenham was called to 
administer the last rites. Then she ral- 
lied and soon was able to be about.

ANGLE, CHUBB SAYS 


Ethical Society Leader Points 
Out What He Believes Are 
Errors of Local Papers. 


“THEY HOLD US BACK” 


Declares Some St. Louisans Sub- 
scribe to New York Dailies 
and Cites an Instance. 


Percival Chubb, leader of the Ethical 
Society, in an address yesterday on 
“The Newspaper,“ made comments, 
largely unfavorable, to the daily news- 
papers of St. Louis. He said that, in the 
last few years, there had been some 
changes for the better. But, he said, 
the discontent felt with the dailies here 
has been shown by a large number of 
persons who subscribe to Eastern daily 
papers. In one institution“ here, he 
said, 30 copies of the New York Times 
are subscribed for. 

“Our newspapers,“ he said, defend 
themselves by the customary argument 
that these .‘high-brows’ represent a 
negligible minority. The great majority 
get what they want—a seemingly plaus- 
ible defense, yet based on mere guess- 
work and an assumption both unproved 
and unprovable. It was assumed in 
New York that the people wanted rag- 
time music at the municipal concerts in 
the parks; it was found when good mu- 
sic was offered they preferred it. 

Makes Child Smile. 

“Assume that a child is bad, and it 
will act accordingly—every teacher 
knows that. Assume that it is fine, 
and it will be proud to justify your 
good opinion. You can treat the public 
in the same way. 

The newspaper’s public function is to 
get into line with all other similar insti- 
tutions—the schools, libraries, art mu- 
Seums: It must educate and not pan- 
der; it must lead and not slink .in the 
rear of the crowd. It is sometimes re- 
torted that its function is the simple one 
of supplying the news. 

But what news? The test of a news- 
paper that professes to be no more than 
-purveyor'of news is in the selection of 


| its news. and the relative emphasis put 


upon it. How much does crime figure” 
Sordid gossip? Where does it figure, 
front page or last? A newspaper must 
come to judgment on thir issue. 
“How .do we fare in this city on this 
score? Is this community as a whole, 
and in all the variety of its. population 


jand interests, fairly reflected in any of 


our newspapers? Is justice done to the 
worthier elementg in our life? Are its 
outreachings registered—the strivings of 
its best forward-moving citizens? The 
answer will be emphatically in the neg- 
ative. The record of the gossip and 
scandal of the town; the frivolities and 
foolishness of the town are out of all 
proportion to the record of the finer 
sides of our life. 
“They Hold Us Back.” 

“We resent this; we are ashamed of 
it. If we have been making a sojourn 
in the East, and have been using the 
papers there, we return and take up our 
local papers with a sense of mortifi- 
cation. We are not so bad as these 
papers make us out to be. They de- 
press our standards. They hold us 
back. 

Let me instance a few of these ne- 
glected features of our city life: The 
exhibits at our Public Library and our 
Art Museum—the proceedings of our nu- 
merous literary clubs and art societies: 
our amateur drama; more noteworthy 
public addresses, as, for example, the 
address on preparedness—the great po- 
litical issue of our time—which a few 
days ago electrified some hundreds of 
our leading men in the business section 
at the City Club and which received a 
scant note-and-corner treatment. 

Newspapers in other. cities publish a 
weekly calendar of all the interesting 
events that are to take place in their 
community and reflect in a compendious 
way the stirrings of life among the 
people. Our newspapers refuse to give 
any such exhibit of our life in all 
its variety of phases; so the Public 
Library has (with its restricted pub- 
licity) supplied the need. 

“No News About Schools.” 

“We get no news about our schools 
and universities. Books are almost en- 
tirely neglected—important additions to 
our libraries the newspapers have re- 
fused to print. In fact, I repeat what 
is commonly said by workers not only 
in these Hbraries, but in other fields, 


that they have abandoned all hope of 


co-operation on the part of the news- 


papers. 

“This is a damaging policy. 

‘Doe you think it helps the city? Do 
you think it promotes civic pride? Does 
is commend our city to the best people 
who may be considering residence here? 

“There are too many issues which 
would lead to this conclusion that this 
community dotes chiefly on elope- 
ments and marital misadventures, not 
to apeak of crime. They serve up the 
girl stuff’ on the first page. Our debu- 
tantes masquerade continuously through 
our pages as if this glare of publicity

In those days there flourished in 
this city an amateur baseball organi- 
zation, essentially a blue-stocking 
affair, that was only a shade below 


the standard of the best professional 
clubs of that time. Indeed, the old 
West Ends, of which Garneau was 
captain and second baseman, played 
the real, original Browns to a long 
drawn-out tie game in 1878, the last 
year of the West Ends’ existence. 
Senior fans of the present day well 
emember that there never since has 
den organized such a luxe club as 
the West Ends. This team had the 
backing of the late Johnny Blow, a 
two-handed spender, who set a high- 
water mark for the price of uniforms 
that has endured to this day. 


Each Uniform $86. 


As was the custom in those days, 
West Ends carried only nine 
players, which was quite fortuna 


for the angel“ of the club, who fur- 
nished each with a uniform that cost 
$86. That's a rather steep price for 
an entire amateur club’s outfit in 


this day. 

However the, West Ends had 
“elass”’ written 1 over them. Their 
uniforms were the most expensive 
silk, with hand embroidered initials 
on the shirts. A blue silk ribbon 
striped each pants’ leg, while the 
stockingg were the most expensive 
wool, of grayish hue. The shoes wer 
of choicest leather and, on the whol 
the uniform was almost too nice to 
“muss up.” But that didn't tend to 
interfere with the club’s playing. 
The team had its headquarters at the 
old Wilo Grounds.“ Compton ave- 
nue and the railroad tracks, and prac- 
ticed often with the Brown club, which 
embraced in those days such men as

“Johnny Blow, also deceased, was the 
third baseman and organizer of the 
club. He was the son of Henry T. 
Blow, the distinguished statesman, who 
left an estate worth $300, 000. The West 
Ends were lavishly promoted. Blow 
was the first man to ride a bicycle in 
St. Louis, and it was an injury caused 
by a fall from the wheel that hastened 
his death. 


Webb First Amateur Curvist. 


“Castleman Webb did most of the 
catching, while he also reversed the or- 


der, and occasionally pitched. Billy 
Buskett was the regular pitcher, and he 
was a good one. However, I believe 
Webb was the first amateur to curve a 
ball in St. Louis, and for that reason 
he was more famous as a pitcher than 
catcher. 

Eugene Picott, Cliff Able and Hal 
Truesdale, who made up the outfield, 
mave been dead for several years, Mil- 
lard Funkhouser, who played first, is in 
Chicago, I believe, and, like other mem- 
bers of the old team, is doing well.“ 

Garneau later captained the St. Louis 
U. team, the best baseball club the Bil- 
liken school ever had. He still is iden- 
tified with collegiate athletics, having 
served on the St. Louis U. board for 
several years.

Market Is Dead Dull. 


“On general principles, it would be 
said-that the Stock Exchange has now 
reached the last named status. At all 
events, the attitude of the market as a 
whole today was that of a market 
awaiting some new light on the. va- 
rious uncertainties of the hour. It 
would not be an unfaithful indicator 
of the general situation if this were 
the basis of its action. Not to mention 
the peculiar obscurity surrounding the 
immediate or long future of the war in- 
dustrials. The war itself, is at a stage 
in which it is not easy for any one to 
draw ready inference.
